Denver, Dee. 10.—The exccutive
board of the Waestern Federation of
Miners tounight lsaued the following
siilemeont conpcerning the present
cotlroversy beiween ‘'he Goldfleld
Minsowners' Assoclation and the
Goldrield Miners' Unlon:

"On December §, President Roose-
velt lssued n proclamution ordering
foderal troops to procesd to Gold-
fleld, Nov., ostensibly for the pur-
pose of protecting life snd property.
That thore was ever any danger to
either person or property I8 empha-
tieally denled by the officers of Es-
moeralda county, and by the mer
chants and citizons of Goldlield. The
only reason for the presspt trouble
was the deoclsion of the mine opera-
turs to foree ypon the miners & scrip
thalt woyld ot be taken at par by
the rallroad company, the Wells-
Fargo BExprosa Company, the post-
office, the stores or the boarding-
housvs, Nelther would the mineown-
ers guarattee that they would re-
dootn this serip at any time In the
future. |
“In refusing to aceept this worth.
less serip In exchange for thelr bard
labor, the mivers of Goldfield are
taking & manly stapnd against
usurpation of goveromental fude-
tlous by unrellable banking firms,
which assume the right to set aside
the legn) money of the natlon, |
"We deslre to eall the attention of
the American people to the awful
disastor at Monongah, W. Va., where
800 conl miners were murdered by
the capitalist aystem in its groed for
profits,. Had President Roosevell
boen as anzious lo enfores the laws
fo West Virginia, had he considered
as well the protection of the lives of
those miners by demanding that the
mibecowners safeguard thelr om-
ployes agalnst unnecessary dangers,
s bo Is to send the regular army to
eruah an organization whose only
alm !s to botter the conditions and
make happler the lives of the work-
ing class, 600 blackened corpses
would sot today be lald upon the
altar of greed at Monongah, W, Va,,
around which weep widowed wives
and orphaned children.

Eighty Thousand Will Bs Replaced by
Americans Near_Pittsburg.
Pittaburg, Dec. 10 —Independent
cokemakern of the Plttaburg and
Connellsville district have declded to
decrease the price of producing coke |
by Aucreasing the price of their!
workmon,
has passed, and hereafter none but
Ameriean born or naturalized eltl-
gens of the United States will be am-
ployed about tho 20,767 ovens of the
tndependent operators, To these
Amoricans will be pald higher wages
thun was pald to the forelgners, but
the operators expect to decreass the
cost of production.
There are 28 of these Independ-
ents who own 20,767 ovens, the H.
O, Frick Coke Company, the fuel end
of the steol eorporation, owning and
operating 19,900 ovens.
In the 40,687 ovens in the dis-
triet, owned by both Independents
and the stoel corporation, there are
employed more than 80,000 men, the
majority of whom are st the present
time forelgnors. These men are-pald
nn averagoe of §556 per month. The
statisticlans find that of the $86 a
month which the forelgner makes,
e puts back Into eirculntion but §20 '
a month, living In absolute squalor
during his atay In this country.'
While the remalning $66 per month
ls saved. *

Great Britain Mourns.
London, Dec. 10.—The death of
King Osear of SBweden has eaused

the greatest rogret In Great Britain,
The relstions between the two coun-
tries and between tho two royal
tamillen have heen of the closest for
many yoars, but Englishmen of the
prosent generation have a warm re-
gard for the dead monarch because
of his friendly attitude during the
South African War.

Many new, crisp clesn Conlederate
government bills of sll the small de-
nominations are being largely ciroulat-
ed la Pendleton, La Grande and Baker
City, nnd lawyern differ ns to the possi-
bility of convietion, as the money is
vob really counterfelt in & stziet con.
struction of the law,

District Attorney Ivanbos, of La
Gmnde, has fled three informations
againgt a man caught in the act of pas.
sing Confederste money, to-wit: For
paseing counterfelt money, for oblain.
ing goods under falee pretenses, and
for gross frand, He bolieves that he
will be able to eonvict under one of the
three chinrges,

A concerted effort will be made by
Eastern Oregon district attorneys to
vonviet those passing this form of
money.

Foolbail Men Good Btudents.

University of Oregon, Eugene—
University of Oregon football men
during the season just past have
made good records in the class room
as woll as on the football fleld. The
rocords of the Registrar's office show
that of the twenty men composing
the regular squad, only half a dogen
have recelved grades as low as ‘D’
In any of thelr wubjects. There have
been no fallures and thelr work as
a whole compnares favorably with
that of last year, when in the final
axaminations In February, the fool-
ball team ranked slightly betfter
than the average for the whole stu-
dent body.

The
caretaker will be furnished with return
traosportation. He will keep suficient
fire burning in the ear to prevent dam-
age 1o the fruil by frost.
